TO THE TAX PAYERS OF SALISBURY. 


The reason of our departure from the usual custom by 
placing this report in your hands a few days before the annual 
Town meeting, is: 

We wish to call your attention to the town debt, and the 
necessity of raising a larger sum of money for the ensuing year 
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than was raised for the past year, which was $800. As a 
large part of that amount was paid out for extra labor on high- 
ways and bridges. We would recommend the sum of $1200 
for the ensuing year. 

For roads and bridges the past year, the sum of $800 was 
the appropriation, and by a vote of the town $500 of that 
amount was reserved for winter use, which left only $300 for 
repairs on highways and bridges for the past summer; the re- 
sult was, we had to keep the highways and bridges in proper 
repair, and to do it with the money which ought to pay a 
part of the town debt. We would recommend for highways 
the ensuing year the sum of $1200; one half as a labor tax to 
be worked out in the summer and onehalf tobe raised in money 
to be used in winter, and if not needed in winter use, then ap- 
ply it to the town debt. 

In concluding those few remarks we will say that by raising 
the amount of money recommended by us fortown charges and 
highways, and with the usual State, County and School tax, it 
would enable your selectmen of 1890, to pay onthe town debt 
the sum of $1000, and the tax rate for 1890 would not exceed 
$1.28 on $100 valuation.

REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD: 


CITIZENS OF SALISBURY. 

In reviewing the work of the schools for the year just closed 
we feel confidence in asserting that there, has beena marked de- 
gree of improvement over previous years. This could hardly 
be otherwise when the town was so liberal in appropriating a 
reasonable amount of money abovethe requirements of the law 
which has enabled us to procure good teachers and prolong our 
schools, thus giving us three terms, and all the schools the 
same number.of weeks, except the North Road, which has had 
six weeks more on account of their portion of the money not 
expended last year. | 

We think the present standard of our schools is such that 
if we continue to raise the same amount as last year to pro- 
long them, our opinion is, the desired result will be accom- 
plished. | 

Our teachers for the past year as a whole, have been very 
successful, while some have excelled, all have done well. We 
find some teachers who are able to make their scholars fully 
understand the particular points in whatever branch is taught, 
which is very important to the future progress of the scholar, 
thus preparing him to advance clearly and understandingly. 

A scholar may pursue arithmetic and devote any amount of 
time, and be quite advanced, and yet its principles are too 
rarely mastered ; as also in grammar. he may have studied it 
several terms, and yet not see any truths therein taught that 
direct how to read, write and speak the English language 
correctly. To be a successful student, one ought to try and 
master every branch he studies and as headvances still further 
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in the sciences his curiosity deenens into love of research and 
investigation. 

One great obstacle that retards the progress of our schools 
and which we have previously referred to, and in a measure 
might be remedied by the parent is irregular attendance. 

Jrregularity of attendance has a sure tendency to destroy 
the interest of the scholar in his schvol, also coming into 
school late, has the same tendency, and when this is continued 
so as to become habitual the value of the school is almost en- 
tirely lost to the pupil. But we are pleased to report this evil 
is gradually improving as we notice that eighty-five are report- 
ed on the roll of honor this year, in place of forty-five last, 
and also we find eleven pupils reported that have not been absent 
or tardy through the school year. We hope that parents will 
make such an effort that this number will at least be doubled 
another year. 

Scholars should be instructed by their parents and those who 
have charge of them, that the teacher, while in charge of the 
school stands in law, in place of the parent, with the same 
rights of government, and that they must obey the teacher,and 
that cheerfuily, as they would their parents. We are pleased 
to notice the interest manifested by the parents in their visits 
to the schools as recorded by the teachers, and we desire to have 
this interest increase until all shall visit the schools and see for 
themselves that those who have charge of their children are in- 
structing them in the right direction. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 


Some of our school houses are ina very poor condition and 
should be repaired; for this object, $50 was raised. The Board 
deciding that this sum was not sufficient to put any one house 
in good condition, thought it expedient to let them 
remain,thinking the town might raise a few dollars in addition 
to what already has been appropriated and repair one house 
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each year, and that in a thorough manner. We believe it would 
be economy to do so. 


TEXT BOOKS. 


We believe in the propriety of the free text book law provid- 
ing we use it and not abuse it. One important item is that it 
will secure a uniformity as all willbe supplied alike.It will also 
secure a more proper classification which will be for the advan- 
tage or both teacher and pupil, thus much time and annoyance 
may be saved in the school. 

We think it would be advisable to change some of our text 
books. The readers especially, as they have been read and 
re-read and are of little or no interest to the scholar, and per- 
haps grammars, as they are old and far behind the times. It 
will incur some little expense at first, but after being once es- 
tablished, it willbe comparatively small. Never since our 
connection with the schools have the registers been so neatly 
kept, so properly filled, and so promptly returned, and for this 
the teachers are deserving many thanks. 

In conclusion, I would say our schools are now in a favorable 
condition for a more rapid improvement. Make- ample previ- 
sions for them, and see that they are liberally supported, and 
we hope for a corresponding management.
